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Grad Work 





One of the features of university life In recent years' has 
been the falling into disregard of the ordinary bachelors degree/ 
At one time to possess even one university degree was to be 
assured of a good job, and every opportunity to succeed. With 
the increasing number of university graduates being turned out 
the addition of the simple letters B.A. or B.Sc. to the end of a 
name at the end of four years is no longer a guarantee that the 
person is educated, either in his own particular subject or In 
any general sense. 

The result has been an Increase In the numbers of students 
taking graduate work. But one of the features of graduate work 
at McGill Is the small number of Canadian students doing graduate 
work. A large proportion of graduates working for higher 
degrees at this university are foreign students. In some faculties 
there are only one or two Canadians /doing graduate work. 
One of the realisations that comet to an Honours Student in 
say History, Is that he Is not really a Historian, that he has been 
educated up to a standard, and not to a profession. If he has a 
real desire to master his subject he will return to college for 
further training. 

One of the main reasons that students do graduate work 
Is that they can then qualify tor university posts, for which further 
academic training Is a necessity. In the US the system is even 
stricter, and there are- salary . barriers for certain degree*, and 
the Ph.D. Is considered the only qualification fer a professorship, 
regardless of how. or where gained. 

The sole aim of graduate work should surely not fust be 
a bigger pay check. It should bé a means of contributing to 
one branch of knowledge, as well, as enlarging Intellectual 
horltons. A better, educated man should bo able to contribute 
more In .every way In any post he fills — that It one of the real 
applications of graduate work.

Hungarians And Hypocrisy 




Or Democrats In 1960? 






There can be no doubt that 
there are myriads of p*ople to- 
day who deserve and require our 
help, and Jt Is even. more obvious 
that the help that is offered Is 
insufficient to heal all the wounds 
that are there to' be healed. 

In Monday's Daily appeared an 
article entitled Hungarians and 
Hypocrisy. This article can only 
be described as the most add 
' piece of pro-discriminetory wri- 
ting that has appeared in the 
Daily for a long time. Mr. Blltt 
condemns in a lengthy tirade 
the help offered to Hungarian 
refugees as a non humanitarian 
act, which supposedly is influen- 
ced by political .considérations. 

Mr. Blltt concludes, quite cor- 
rectly, that help should be offer- 
ed "regardless of persecutor" and 
also points out the tragedy of 
millions of refugees from diffe- 
rent nations, races, religions and 
creeds, however, his main con- 
cern is with the Jewish refugees 
from Egypt and Hitler-Europe. 
This 'is strangely contradictory to 
his reasoning. He attacks those 
who wish to . help the Hungarian 
refugees and describes them as 
discriminating "Hypocrites". 



Despicable 



To discriminate against an indi- 
vidual because 'of his race, creed 
or nationality is' despicable, and 
that is exactly what Mr. Blitt 
proposes to do. He objects to the 
help offered to Hungarian . stu- 
dents, presently in Montreal, sim- 
ply because ithelr. plight has been 
sentimentalised. He labels the 
McGill students as "Involved in 
this kind of political propaganda". 
To refuse help to all Hungarians 
merely because they have become 
excellent propaganda material, is 
as immature- as refusing to help 
because of discriminatory rea- 
sons. 

Doesn't Held True. 

Mr. Blitt feels that Hungarian 
refugees are being pampered, I 
can .hardly believe that, that 
should hold true for. the 200,000 
Hungarians that have passed 
through Austrian refugee camps, 
and of those that are, at the mo- 
ment, still in these camps. Nei- 
ther does this hold true for the 
Hungarian students who now live 
in Montreal It is not. to be ex- 
pected that people Involved in

Lisbon, Feb. 18 — (UP) — Queen Elizabeth II rewarded . with a broad smile -tonight a' 
determined grpup of students who gallantly spread their cloaks in the mud before hor even as . 
Sir Walter Raleigh did for another Elizabeth three centuries ago. 

The students dogged the- Queen's steps at. the start of her Three-day official visit to Port- 
ugal, Britain's oldest ally. An estimated one million persons were on hand to welcome hor and 
her husband, the Duke of Edinburgh. 



As the" Queen and. the Duke 
câme ashore from the Royal Yacht 
Britannia, official american sour- 
ces in London said the Royal Cou- 
ple-planned to visit, the' United 
States in September. An official 
announcement of the visit is ex- 
pected following Prime Minister 
Harold MacMillan's Bermuda Con- 
ference with President Eisenhower. 

Some 200 students had request- 
ed permission to throw their cloaks 
before Elizabeth when she landed. 
But permission was refused and 
Lisbon Police thwarted the, initial 
efforts by the students at the 
pier and along the route of the. 
official procession through the city. 

But the students persisted. They 
surged into the yard of the Palace 
of Quel uz as thé Queen was dri- 
ving away to see Portugal's Presi- 
dent Francisco Cavelro -Lopes. ' 

About three dozen young men 
dashed in front of the automobile 
and. spread their cloaks — part of 



the -university uniform here — iii 
the mud-splattered road. 

Elizabeth, her eyes sparkling 
with delight, ordered the chauffeur 
to slow down. She nodded regally 
to the almost, prostrate gallants, 
and then smiled broadly. 

Official and unofficial Portugal 
went. all out to make the Queen's 
visit "& momentous one. Cannons 
boomed, whistles . shrieked and 
crowds roared as the Britannia 
slipped into Lisbon's Harbor es- 
corted by Portuguese and British 
men-of-war.

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Intercollegiate Boxing could well bave received a stay of execution 
for at least another year after the way in which the championship 
bouts were handled at McGill last weekend. After OAC, who were 
scheduled to host the fights this year, dropped boxing from its Inter- 
collegiate; list of sports, the three remaining competing universities 
' (McGill, Queen's and Toronto) debated the problem of continuing 
boxing at. the CIAU level. The point that not enough students were 
ahowing an interest in .the sport was the main arguement for the 
killing of boxing while the general decline of Intercollegiate Boxing 
was also mentioned. Finally it was decided that the championships 
would-be held on a trial basis this year, if one of the universities 
would 'take the responsibility of staging them. 

McGill accepted this task and turned in a remarkable job. Every 
thing was run with perfection, from the officiating to the paperwork 
and tabulating. Bert Light, coach of the local squad, which wonHhe 
Tom Gibson Memorial Cup for the second time in three years, did 
a terrific job with. the net result that the McGill boxers were in the 
best of physical shape. and took five of the nine individual crowns 

The- big guns In the Redmen fistic attack were supplied by Pierre 
Raymond, Ed Drew and Denny Repole, all of whom scored KO wins, 
Onie- Downs 'and Doug Terryberry took victories via the decision 
route. Two upsets were featured over the course of the evening. 
Ed Drew, who was considered to have very little chance of beating 
John Loth of Toronto, even by some of the atauncher McGill supporters, 
dropped the Toronto fighter early In the fight while Bert light roared 
his approval, from the sidelines. This was perhaps the most fitting 
climax to the, night's entertainment All Ed would say after the- fight 
was "Bless that leftP He. was referring to the left Jab which had 
kept Loth off balance all evening and eventually, set him up for the 
final kill. 

The other upset was. featured by Henry Clarke of Queen's as he 
declsloned the equally highly touted. Bill Sidney- of Toronto. After 
the result of the decision was announced, Sidney put on. an extreme 
display of poor sportshianship, which was certainly of no credit to 
his university, as he kept telling all within hearing that he had gotten 
« "rotten deal" and "where are those judges so I can wrap a chair 
around their necks." He was still -crying long and loud In the dressing 
room, eveft;after the last fight was over. All three judge* had voted 
unanimously for Clarke. 

McGill boxers showed their jubilation after the final, event by 
carrying coach Light around the Gym. 

Donald Jonesj coach of the Hamilton College football team, sent 
us some more Information on Carl Hansen. The speedy halfback is 
slated to' line up with the Bedmen backfteld next fall. He, has already 
been, accepted to do. post grad work, at McGUL Jones writes in part 
that, "Hansen is' an outstanding football player, from every aspect 
He is an excellent runner) pass catcher, down field blocker and tackier. 
He has the ability to pass well, but was -not used in that capacity.

The only catch Is 
that some of the players would be slightly over age, but most of them 
would be amateurs.
